It shows that the members, 
are mostly bankers, 
and merchants, believe that the pres- 
ent depression is due to the univer- 
sal demand of the public for lower 
living costs, which has resulted in a 
general spontaneous “buyers’ strike;” 
also that the law of supply and de- 
mand has little bearing on thé situ- 
ation: that no additional system of 
credits is needed, and that there has 
been too moch speculation. 

Some of the members admitted 
that there had been too much profi- 
teering; others asserted that there 
had been too mfch talk about 
profiteering. and that the public ha’ 
been led to expect a decline in the 
cost of commodities before a de- 
cline was warranted. Some said that 
wages would have to go down be 
fore prices decline, although no ref- 
erence was made in that connection 
to the fact that prices advanced be- 
fore wages increased. 

Six Questions Propounded. 

Six questions were propounded in 
the questionnaires, which were sent 
out to all cities between Chicago and 
New Orleans, The first question was: 
“Do you believe the individual and 
financial condition of business in 
the United States to be basically 
sound ?” 

The summary says the question 
was unanimously answered in the af- 
firmative, and that criticism of the 
resent condition is mainly due to 
a “state of mind.” 

The second question included two 
Clauses: (a) “How do you account 
for the present depression in. busi- 
ness; and (b) for the public’s at- 
titude toward business.”” Answers re- 
flected a belief that the necessary 
deflation of wartime inflation had 
conducted the present situation to a 
degree. Many declared that war- 
time prices had been too high, and 
that the reaction had resulted in a 
general waiting for stabilization at 
normal levels. Some contended that 
reduction in prices had been too 
precipitate in certain cases. Profi- 
teering was cited by others. 

Many of the respondents said they 
believed the public had heard too 
much about profiteering. ‘The pub- 
lic has the unalterable idea,” says 
the summary, “that abnormal prof-

Lack of adequate 
transportation facilities was em- 
phasized. 

Question 5 follows: “What kind of 
insidious and unfortunate propa- 
ganda have come to your attention 
that would lead the public to errone- 
ous conclusions with regard to mar- 
ket conditions and business general- 
ly?” The analysis of the replies 
says the public is “rumor-ridden,” 
and given to “loose thinking.” So- 
cialist criticisms of the business in- 
terests have been injurious in preju- 
dicing the public against business, It 
says.

sort of justified and constructive 
business propaganda should be giv- 
en general publicity in these days of 
readjustment?”

“We maintained an altitude of 
approximately 3000 feet, being driv- 
en. I imagine, S. W., at lower alti- 
tude than N. E. at upper altitude. 
We did not see a thing the remain- 
der of the flight. The only place was 
Wells, N. Y., and once when we 
hung up in the Adironudak Moun- 
tains. crashing into trees, and near- 
ly got sick before we got out. 

“We kept going, seeing nothing, 
and after 25 hours’ flight and every 
ounce of available ballast expended, 
including drag rope, lining out of 
the basket, etc, and when at an 
altitude of 6500 feet we heard a dog 
bark, the’ kid immediately chinned 
himself on the valve cord and made 
knots coming down. 

“We saw what we thought was a 
house, but it turned out to be a hay- 
stack as we found out four days 
later. As we had no ballast what- 
ever we hit the ground with a crash 
and porpoised a couple hundred feet 
or so, and then hung up on the side 
of some trees and stuck. We aban- 


doned the balloon and started walk- , 


ing the direction we heard the 
dog. We stuck it out for four days, 
ate two carrier pigeons between us 
between that time and ate moss, 
snow, etc ‘ 

Had to Travel Hard or Freeze. 

“We had a box of matches, and 
would build a fire when Steve would 
give out and pass out, due to ex- 
haustion. He wanted to commit sul- 
cide. and wanted as to leave him, 
but. of course, we couldn't see that. 
I carried his fiving suit and the com- 
pass, and led the party. I discarded | 
my suit to carry Steve, and at night 
Steve and Kloor had something to 
sleep in, and I did not.

erisis, had remodeled it by creating + 


the strain of a 


central note-issuing institution, mod- 
eled after the Reichsbank, the cen- 
tral bank of Germany. 
The Need of a “Reservoir of Credit.” 
Some of our citizens of foreign 
birth who had been in the banking 
business abroad rendered great serv- 
ice in explaining the advantages and 
service of a central note-issuing in- 
stitution. One of these was Mr. Pau! 
Warburg. whose contribution to the 
organization of our new system was 
recognized by his appointment as 3a 
member of the original Federal! Re- 
serve Board. Mr. Warburg described 
the helplessness of our banking sit- 
vation in time of panic by compar- 
ing it to the helplessness of a town 
without any general water system in 
the presence of a great fire. A wel! 
or cistern in each house might sup- 


_ply enough water for ordinary con- 


sumption, but a town with no other 
water eupply could not cope with a 
large fire. A reservoir of water was 
needed, and so a reservoir of credit. 
and of credit in the form of money 
was needed to give protection to a 
banking system in time of genera! 
financial strain and alarm. 
The National Monctary Commission. 
And so as a result of the discus- 
followed the panic of 
1907 a joint commission, composed. 
of members of the Senate and House 
of .the National 


This com- 
mission was known as the Nationa] 
Monetary Commission Nel- 
son W. Aldrich of Rhode Island was 
the author of the bill for the com- 
mission, and became its chairman. 

this commission visited the prin- 
cipal countries of Western Europe 
anc invited men of reputation 
as economists and financiers to 
explain the monetary systems of 
those countries and offer suggestions 
im the nature of criticism or com- 
ment of any kind. It also procured 
exhaustive papers bearing upon 
banking in the several countries 
from leading authorities in those 
countries. The hearings of the com- 
mission, together with these papers, 
were published and form a valuable 
library of information. 

The commission submitted a re- 
port and a-plan for the reorganiza- 
tien of our banking and monetary 
System, but owing to the division 
which existed in the ranks of the 
Republican party. then in power. 
which resulted a year later tn di- 
viding it in the presidential cam- 
pPaign, the plan was never atted 
upon, and the whole question went 
over to be dealt with by the Demo- 
«ratic administration and Congress. 
The Federai Reserve System Estab- 

lished. 

It was taken up then in earnest. 
and under the leadership of the Hon. 
Carter Gliass, chairman of the House 
Committee on Banking and vurren- 
cy, a bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, subdstantially as it exists now. 
was put through the House prompt- 
ly. In the Senate the bill was under 
the guidance of Senator Owen. 
Lenrthy hearings were held. some 
amendments of importance were 
made, and the measure became a 
law in December, 1913.

Swindlers who live by their wits have discovered that many of the 
old schemes, long shopworn in the East, can be “worked” along 
the Gulf Coast resorts—The case of a bogus “Eddie” Richen- 
bacher and a wire-tapping scheme that cost a trusting farmer 


his “roll” -O- 


HE large cities of the North no longer 
are the principal hunting ground for 
high-class confidence men—in the win- 
ter season, at least. Summer climes now 
attain that high position. Gentry who 
prefer to live by wits rather than by 
work have found the South a profit- 
able field of late and have realized, delightedly, 
that many tricks, shopworn in New York, are still new 
along the gulf coast. 

Two recent occurrences may be quoted in this con- 
nection. 

About a fortnight before Christmas a rather unas- 
suming young man was a passenger on one of the 
through trains from the North. He was quiet and un- 
obtrusive on the trip to Jacksonville, but, as they 
neared that city, he confided to an acquaintance that 
be was Eddie Rickenbacker, noted aviator, whose ex- 
Sioits as an “ace” during the war were of world 
repute. 

The pseudo Rickenbacker explained that he was on 
his-way to Palm Beach and that he preferred to travel 

well, not exactly incognito, but without undue pub- 
licity. The chance acquaintance promptly vowed eter- 
nal secrecy and then, with equal promptitude, dis- 
closed his “friend's” identity in the strictest confi- 
dence. It was too good an opportunity to bask in the 
limelight shed by Rickenbacker. 

They stopped off at Jacksonville and the word ran 
like wildfire. ‘“‘Rickenbacker" was idolized immediate- 
ly and did not seem so very much put out over the 
fact that his presence had been disclosed. One daily 
newspaper heralded his arrival. Another editor had 
some doubts. The latter wired out West to a certain 
training camp near which he thought he might get 
some information about Rickenbacker. 

However, the newly arrived ‘aviator’ played his part 
so well that no one but the editor nourished doubts. 
The visitor undoubtedly had the parlance of the air 
camps down pat and could talk glibly of any man in 
flying circles. 

During his brief stay at Jacksonville, he met a New 
York salesman for a brass concern. He mentioned 
casually that he had been intrusted with placing agen- 
cies for a well-known make of automobile and that 
the salesman was exactly the sort of person he was 
looking for. The two decided to talk it over on a 
motor trip. 

They started for Palm Beach, but became so inter- 
ested in business that they decided to return from Mel- 
bourne, a point on the way. The “aviator” had suc- 
ceeded in borrowing $1000 from his traveling com- 
panion at this point, on the plea 
that one of his own checks had 
failed to arrive, but the salesman, 
with the promise of a profitable 
agency before him, did not see the 
significance in the hurried change 
of plans. 

The two returned to Jacksonville, 
where they visited a lawyer and 
drew up a contract whereby the 
salesman was to become agent for 
a well-known car, at a salary of 

25,000 a year. The ‘aviator’ gave 
a dinner to celebrate the occasion. 
He paid for both it and the cost of 
the contract with the salesman’s 
own money. — 

That this was preliminary to an- 
other “touch” now seems certain. 
But in the meantime a woman had 
arisen in the case. A Miss Frances 
Hannan, who had met the aviator 
at the hotel, had become attracted 
by the suave ways of the “aviator.” 
He urged an immediate wedding. 
She consented. Her mother object- 
ed, but the girl insisted she had 
met the aviator before and that she 
knew all about him. The couple 
drove by motor to St. Augustine and 
were married at the Flagler Memo- 
rial Church by the Rev. Barton B. 
Bigler.

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But the ‘aviator’ found that his 
expected checks had not arrived. 
By aid of the introductions he had 
secured, he had no trouble in cash- 
ing other checks for large 
amounts. Then he borrowed a 
$10,000 automobile and went for a 
drive. 

It may have been some premoni- 
tion that the editor who doubted 
had at last received a wire from 
an aevial station along the Mex- 
ican border, where the real Rick- 
enbacker happened to be at the 
time, tRat impelled the impostor 
to decide the time was about ripe 
for a getaway. At all events, he 
and his wife, immediately on 
their return, left as if to go to 
their hotel. That was the ‘ast 
seen of “Rickenbacker.” 

Delay in disclosing the identity 
of the impostor was due to two causes. lt appears that 
some friend of the flying colony at the real Rickenback- 
er’s station actually was to be married in Florida, and 
the aviators stationed there thought he had wired out 
Rickenbacker’s name as a joke. They were in no hurry 
to respond, therefore. Rickenbacker himself, who 
might have taken the matter more seriously, was away 
at the time, somewhere between stations along the bor- 
der. When the answer to the editor's wire reached 
Jacksonville, the impostor had had time to complete 
part of his swindle, at least. 

In the meantime, however, his arrival is mourned by 
W. M. Farrans, the salesman who loaned him the first 
$1000, by several wealthy members of Jacksonville so- 
ciety, who cashed the imposter’s checks, and by the 
family of the bride.

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THE STORY OF THE WORLD’S 
MOST WONDERFUL WOOD CARVER 


How Rafael Loiza, poor and living in a 
remote South American village, 
dreamed of achieving a masterpiece, 
and how he succeeded — Many 
people at New York exhibit were 
“fooled” by his representations of 
common articles + 4; ~ 


EADERS of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
will remember in a recent issue of the 
Rotogravure Section, three pictures of re- 
markable wood carvings on exhibition in 
New York City. They were the work of 
Rafael Loiza, from far-away Colombia, 
South America. 

The pieces included an ornate vase some nine feet 
high, a table with a woman's hat and coat lying there- 
on and a chair upon which were a woman's corset and 
other articles of wearing apparel. Although carved 
from hard woods, the artist had used such cunning in 
imitating the textures of the different fabrics of the 
articles represented that spectators frequently mistook 
the articles on the table and the chair for the actual! 
coat, stockings, etc.. which they represented. 

Curious work, with a curious history behind it' 

In the town of Medellin, which lies in a valley deep 
in the Colombian Andes, the youth Loiza was appren- 
ticed by hie father. a poor, hard-working belt maker, 
first to his own trade and then to a cabinet maker. It 
was in the coffee-growing country. The people were 
of old-time Spanish stock. The simplicities of life 
prevailed. Men were accustomed to die what they had 
been born. In young Loiza, though, expansive desires 
moved. He felt vague ambition, and the longing to go 
out and cut an admirable figure tn the great world be- 
yond the valleys of the Andes. 

He Was small and stocky, pale and stolid, With proba- 
biy a little Indian blood from away back. There was 
more doggedness in him than flare. He quieted down 
to a manhood of building chairs and tables for the 
haciendas of the coffee-growing hidalgos. married, saw 
a family of 10 children grow about him, and passed to 
middie life. Then his desire for glories revived. 

He could draw and paint, but better than all was hie 
sculpture. In his cabinet making he was accustomed 
to carve table legs and chair backs with an ornate ex- 
uberance that drew litanies of praise from his patrons.

His next step was New York, the metropolis 
of the West, and money pocket for the artists of the 
world. He would exhibit his wooden boudoir in New 
York, where there were 6,000,000 to come and see and 
pay. And, thus, at the top of fortune, he would com- 
plete his creation, bureau, bed and al! 


With an adventure so grandiose Loiza felt he must 
embark upon it alone. He provided for his family as he 
could in Bogota, and started north. He bought an old 
barge and, manning it by himself, floated down the ro- 
mantic Magdalena to the Caribbean Sea. Again he 
financed himself by exhibiting his work, now on his 
barge, to the villagers along the river. Twice dur- 
ing the voyage the wardrobe-vase rolled into the water, 
and twice the devoted Loiza dove and swam among the 
alligators and recovered ft. Once it was half full of 
sand and he had to struggle like a hero to get it back 
to the drifting barge 

He gathered steamship fare to Cuba. A friendly Costa 
Rican helped him to New York. He came with visions 
of Fifth avenue crowds rushing into a gala showroom 
to see his carvings. 

Before arrangements could be made for the first 
showing of the treasures, his small supply of money 
had nearly all melted away, and this genius from the 
Andes was glad to get a job at polishing phonograph 
cabinets in a department store. 

Afterward, however, the public made up its mind 
that here was something really worth seeing, so Loiza

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Diary of Fur Trader Sheds Light on Conditions 


in Missouri [erritory More Than 100 Years Ago ~ 


Unsigned document in Missouri Histori- 
cal Society has been identified as 
the journal of John C. Luttig, who 
accompanied an expedition to the 
waters of the Upper Missouri River 
in 1812, when this country was at 
war with England—Experiences of 
the old voyageurs well brought out 
in the narrative 33 $3 33 


CTUAL conditions throughout what was 
known of Missouri in 1812, at a time when 
this country was at war with England and 
when St. Louis was a frontier post 
and headquarters for fur traders, have 
been revealed with striking clearness in 
an unsigned manuscript discovered in the 
collection of the Missouri Historical Society. 

This manuscript, which was identified as the jour- 
nal kept by John C. Luttig, a clerk for the Missouri Fur 
Co, during an expedition of 1812 and 1813, which was 
finally broken up by the Indians, gives a vivid yet 
matter-of-fact picture of the state of affairs prevailing 
in this territory in that period and also shows to what 
an extent war with England affected even the interior 
of this continent. . 

The average school history relates the episodes in 
the War of 1812 as if all had occurred in the East 
and along the northeastern border, bounded by the 
Great Lakes on the west. Luttig’s journal, however, 
shows that Indian tribes along the Upper Missouri 
River and all] through the Northwest had been aroused 
against the American settlers by the British and that 
the numerous attacks and massacres of that time were 
attributable to this artificially created hostility. 

References in the journal are made to many names 
now permanently linked with St. Louis history. Among 
them are those of Sanguinet, Archambeau, predecessor 
of a family still living in St. 
Louis County; Champlain,

These boats were of large size and 
sometimes carried as many as 100 men. 
This total, however, incladed hunters and 
trappers, en route to the mountains, who 
did not form part of the regular crew. 
Each boat carried in the bow a small 
cannon, known as a swivel gun from its 
mounting, which enabled it to be pointed 
in every direction. The moral effect of 
these weapons was probably greater than 
the actual damage they inflicted, due to 
the scattered fashion in which an Indian 
atack was always conducted. The captain 
of the boat, called the “patron.” did the 
steering and his assistant stood in the 
bow. The boat was propelled by poles,

Mrs. Cole se 
cured a license to operate 
the first ferry across the 
river and the first session 
of the Circuit Court was 
beld in her home in 1816. 


As the fur = expedition 
which Luttig accompanied, 


of 1812. ed up the river, it encoun- 
tered many small _ settie- 
ments. An interesting note in the journal from day to 
day is the account of the number of deer and other 
animals killed--a vital matter where the food of so 
many men had to be secured from day to day. The hunt 
ers of the party always seemed able to get from one 
to six deer daily and a bear was killed the first day out 
from the fort. Bear were killed at regular intervals 
thereafter. 

The abundance of wild game and fish in those days 
is indicated by almost daily notations. On May 29 
the party had reached a point known as Little Osage 
Island, in the Missouri,. evidently somewhere around 
where Jefferson City is now located. A fort had been 
erected there as early as 1721 by a French voyageur. 
Luttig writes in his diary: 

“We went fishing with the seine and caught 13 large 
fieh and one turtle. At the Little Osage Prairie we 
stopped for the little boat, which got aground, met a 
shoal of catfish close inshore, and the men killed one 
with a stick that weighed, after cleaning, 40 pounds. 
Went on a little ‘way and found a small run full of 
fish. We took our seine and caught 161 bass and 
other fish, which we salted. We camped and killed 
two deer.”

by Capt. Climson, who was in charge. This fort was 
situated on the sout! side of the Missouri River, a 
short distance from where the town of Sibley now 
stands in Jackson County. On Saturday, June 6, they 
reached the present site of Kansas City. This was op- 
posite the “Cansag River,” as Luttig spells it: Near 
this point the Kansas Indians had the headquarters of 
their tribe. Maj. Sibley, a writer of the time, who 
visited the village, describes it as a place of 128 lodges, 
each about 60 feet long and 25 feet wide. They were 
constructed of stout poles and saplings arramged in the 
form of an arbor, covered with skins, barks and mats. 
The fireplace was simply a hole in the ground beneath 
a hole in the roof, and there were as many fireplaces 
as there were families in the lodge. The lodges were 
arranged without any order as to streets and were 
placed so close together a man could hardly walk be- 
tween them. : 

As the voyage proceeded up the Missouri, Luttig 
continued his painstaking enumeration of the points 
visited. The Sioux, or Dacotahs, were visited in South 
Dakota and the various Indian tribes along the route 
are mentioned. Indian chiefs of the day who drew 
comment from Luttig are Black Buffalo, a Teton 
Sioux, who died at St. Charles, Mo., in 1815, while at-- 
tending a conference, and who evidently made the long 
journey down the river in a flatboat; Big Horse, an 
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Ogala chief visited near the Platte River; Crooked 
Hand, whose tribe hailed from what is now Minnesota 
and who visited Gen. Pike in 1805; Le Borgne, the 
great chief of the Minnetarees; Grey Eyes of the 
Arikaras and Big White of the Mandans. — 

, in this trip along the Dakota region, the party se- 
cured 36 packs of furs in one deal. In view of the enor- 
mous prices now realized ‘for pelts of all kinds, it is 
interesting to note that a “pack” contained 10 buffalo 
robes, 14 bear skins, 60 otter, 80 beaver, 80 raccoon, 
120 fox skins and 600 muskrat skins. To get 26 such 
collections in a single deal shows the plenitude of fur 
in those days. The headquarters of the Mandans, who 
roamed about the Dakota region, was near what is now 
Bismarck. An old stockaded village in which sur- 
vivors of the tribe lived existed until about 1888. Then 
they scattered and it ia estimated about 250 persons are 
liviag out of this once powerful tribe. 

Through this region, the party had no trouble tn sup- 
plying itself with buffalo, notes showing that as many 
as nine were killed on a single day. Trouble with the 
Indians arose at times, due to the tribes having been 
urged to attack by agents of the British, and Le Comp- 
te, a member of the party, was killed while out with 
Chabonneau.
